World, made a statement last night 
in reply to assertions by . President 
Schwab of the United States Steel 
corporation, -before the industrial com- 
mission, that labor organizations put 
all men on a level and prevent one 
from advancing unless all. advance. 
•Mr. Gompers said: 


"It is a misstatement to say that we 


are endeavoring to fix one price for 
the wages of worklngmen of any one 
class. What we aim at is to establish 
a minimum of wages, below which a 
workingman will not be obliged to 
labor. Because a-minimum is estab- 
lished It does not follow that a work- 
er cannot receive more than that. 


"We are engaged in promoting the 


general welfare of the working classes 
and are aiming at their general im- 
provement, rather than trying to get 
one preferred position for some par- 
ticular individual. It may be true that 
there are cases where a laboring man 
advances beyond his colaborers, but 
it is usually at 'the expense of others. 
Better the conditions of the craft gen- 
erally and all will profit."

The session laws this year will run 


up to about 475 of which 396 have 
gone to the secretary of state's of- 
fice and 344 have been published.

In the last two sessions 
Governor Scofield waived his right 
to the three days for consideration, 
and the legis?ature worked up' to the 
final hour, of adjournment.

Lake and Janesvi!e electric railway 
franchise was passed. 
At that time 


he told the council he would veto 
the ordinance and last night he kept 
fcis promise. 


The matter came up at the regular 


meeting of the council and 
Mayor 


Richardson returned the 
ordinance 


unsigned to the council. He present- 
ed a lengthy message giving his rea- 
son's for his action. 
He made ob- 


jections to the way in which 
the 


poles might he set, the kind of rails 
that were to be used and the carry- 
ing of freight under the provisions of 
the ordinance, but takes occasion at 
the end of the message to remind 
the council that they did not see fit 
to wait and allow objections to the 
franchise to be filed. 


Mayqr Richardson's Veto. 


The burden of Mayor Richardson's 


plea in the veto of the electric road 
franchise was the fear that .the road 
might eventually be used to run 
freight traffic through the city. 


He starts in with objections to the 


section giving the company the priv 
elege of erecting pol'es to carry wirer 
for the purpose o£ furnishing powei 
to sell, also to the tee rail 
section 


•which floes not reserve the right to 
the city to change any time in the 
future. 
Then he goes on: 


"My chief objection to the ordi 


nance is the broad rights given by 
section 1 of the franchise. 
I am of 


the opinion that under this franchise 
as granted, the company would have 
the right to haul freight and I do not 
believe that the hauling of freight 
through the streets of a city was con- 
templated 
by 
many 
people who 


•may have favored this franchise." 


"The rights thus given to 
this 


company are all that would be reciuir- 
ed by any steam railway company 
and could he secured by such railway 
only by purchase or condemnation 
and at a cost of many thousands of 
dollars. 


"The carrying of freight by 
this 


road will damage property abutting 
on streets oyer which they run fully 
as much as the 
carying of 
such 


freight 
by a steam road and the 


property owners will have no such 
redress as they would if the road 
were operated by steam. 


"The gentlemen asking for 
the 


franchise may o'aim that theyvdo not 
intend to carry freight but if such is 
the case they should have no objec- 
tion to having the matter clearly set 
forth in the franchise. The franchise 
should clearly state that the roud 
will carry only passengers and that 
if at any time in the future they de- 
sire to carry freight and to exercise 
such rights as are granted to steam 


. roads they win secure such rights ac- 
cording to the methods laid down by 
the statutes. 


''Tile above are my chief objections 


to the franchise but before leaving 
the matter, I also desire to express 
my disapproval of the way in which 
the franchise was railroaded through 
the council. 
The franchise as pass- 


ed was never published 
and 
the- 


changes made in the original were 
unknown except to a few interested 
parties tip to the time when the fran- 
chise, was presented to this council. 
Then without giving citizens whose 
property inay be injured and whose 
rights may be violated any chance 
•to enter an objection, the franchise 
was given its first and second read- 
ing, the rules were suspended and it 
was put upon its final passage. 


"Although the promoters of 
this 


road ha.ve almost a year's time in 
which to decide whether or not they 
will .invest one dollar toward using 
this franchise they TS'ith their sup- 
porters in this council deliberately re- 
fused even one day's time for consid- 
eration to property owners of this 
city, who asked for that time 


.ant matters which were to come be- 
'ore the council last evening a!l of the

and individual character as shown 
by his official acts, rendered it im- 
proper for the "great university" to 


''confer the degree upon him.

attitude ot Harvard university, as 
expressed by its; overseers and fac- 
ility upon national 
questions, has 


been hypercritical, radical- and un- 
patriotic. The spirit that .actuated 
.the few overseers who voted a-gainst

Earope'a Parllamants 
Are 
ExpentlYe 


Luxorle* to the Taxpayers. 


The most expensive parliament in 


Europe is that of France, which costs 
|1,500,000 a year. The French people 
are very well represented. There are 
300 senators and 584 deputies, a total 
In excess of 800. Each receives a sal- 
ary of $1,800 a year. 
In the United 


States the ninety senators and 360 con- 
gressmen are paid $2,500,000 In sala- 
ries. The members of the British par- 
liament serve without salary. The in- 
cidental expenses of this body last year 
were but $260,000. The German reich- 
stag, with its two branches, costs the 
voters on an average $100,000 a year! 
Russia has no parliament In the Amer- 
ican or French sense, so that this item 
Is entirely saved. 
The legislators in 


the Italian parliament receive no sala- 
ries, 'but have free transportation on 
railroads. The cost of the Italian par- 
liament, last 
year 
nevertheless was 


$420,000., The salaries of lawmakers 
in many, parts of Europe seem trifling, 
according to American standards. : In 
London, for instance, there are 150 
members of the upper and 250 in the 
lower branch. The former get no pay 
at all and. the latter'but $300 a year. 
And if any session lasts longer than 
four months they are paid at the rate 
of $2.60 a day additional. The parlia- 
ment of Holland comprises. 150 mem- 
bers in the two houses. Members' of 
the upper house receive $4 a day and 
of the second body $800 a year and 
mileage. 
The parliament of Holland 


costs $300,000 a year. The most scant- 
ily paid of any of the regularly salaried 
lawmakers are those of Austria. There 
are two legislative bodies for Austria, 
one meeting in Vienna and one in 
Buda-Pesth. The total cost is $800,000 
a year. An Austrian law provides that 
the members receive 10 florins, or $2, 
a day.—Ex.

of water near Grand Tower at 10 o'- 
clock last night. The disaster 
oc- 


curred almost without warning and 
the greatest confusion followed. Sen- 
sational reports were quickly circu- 
lated -of terrible loss of life.

Mate Tobias Royal of St. Louis says 
there were but twelve passengers on 
board, two of whom met death in their 
cabins. Twenty-two of the crew, most 
of them negroes, have not been found. 
AH of the officers were saved.

dead are: 
Dr. J. W. Bell, 


Bell's Landing, Tenn; 
Miss Mabel 


Gardner, St. Louis. Prank White, the 
clerk, and eight others reached the Il- 
linois shore in safety. The losss is es- 
timated as high as $300,000. 
While 


backing out from Brunkhorst Land- 
ing the vessel struck a snag and five 
minutes later had gone' to the bottom, 
having drifted meanwhile a third of 
a mile downstream. 
The hurricane 


deck remains above water, but all the 
staterooms are filled. 


Uccktiiiniln Sn-ept Down the Hjver. 
It is supposed that most of the miss- 


ing deckhands, who were on the lower 
deck, were washed down the river. 
The boat lies down about 100 feet from 
the Illinois shore and appears to be 
a total wreck. The coroner, C. E. 
Knauer of Murphysboro, 111., 
began 


holding an inquest. Divers are search- 
ing for more bodies. It is claimed the 
boat was overloaded, having taken on 
large shipments at nearly every land- 
ing after leaving St. Louis. The City 
of Clifton, in charge of Captain R. W. 
McCoy, passed the scene of the acci- 
dent at 2 a. m., picked up the surviv- 
ing passengers and crew and 
took 


them back to St. Louis.
